N NovemBEeR there is a high light, a season 
of brightness, and there is one day that sheds 
radiance over all that may have seemed drab 
or commonplace. Has the thought occurred to you 
that every day can be a glad thanksgiving day? 
The days of routine living, the days of the work- 
aday world can all be bright and glorious if you 
will daily abide in a spirit of thankfulness.

Truly their 
spirit of courage and high faith from the first was 
born of their thankful assurance of God's ever- 
present help. Let us not therefore suppose that 
their day of feasting terminated the Pilgrims’ 
thanksgiving observance for the year, but that 
every day was for them a day of faith and courage 
and sincere gratitude. If you likewise lay hold of 
the spirit of thanksgiving, you can be master of 
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all the circumstances in your life and glorify each 
day with new joy. 

Does it pay to be thankful? Well, look about 
you. Who are the people whom others like to 
serve, to work for, to give to? They are the thank- 
ful in heart, those who indicate their gratitude 
not only by their spoken words but by their atti- 
tude of wholehearted appreciation. Who are the 
people who draw friends to them, who call forth 
the best in others, in whose presence you like to 
be? Of course they are the gracious, the thankful, 
the happy. 

If thanksgiving serves so effectually in human 
relations, how much greater is its power in the 
spiritual sphere. If people respond thus readily 
to the spirit of thanksgiving, will it not be in- 
finitely more powerful in making us receptive to 
the blessings that come from God, the presence 
and power of good? 

It is well to give the principle of thanksgiving 
special attention at this time, for it is a phase of 
Truth that we may have neglected or overlooked.

Do you desire better health? Let your faith in 
God’s perfect life within you be so vital that you 
now claim health as your own and accept it in 
praise and thanksgiving. Do you want more pros- 
perity? Give thanks that God’s bountiful supply 
is available to you right now. Do you seek happi- 
ness, friends, a larger expression of love in your 
life? Give thanks that no good thing is withheld 
from you. Is there any quality of character you 
should like to develop? Is there any lovely at- 
tribute you wish to express? Then praise and give 
thanks that you are the love, the wisdom, the 
beauty, and the power that you desire. God’s own 
nature is within you. His attributes will come 
forth in response to your call of praise. 

Since your good is with you in unmanifest as 
well as manifest form, can you not be as sincerely 
grateful for that which has not yet taken form as 
you are for that which you see about you? When 
you learn to give thanks for the unmanifest with 
equal grace as for the manifest, you will have 
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laid hold of the power to demonstrate any desired 
good. This is the method Jesus Christ taught. 
When the Master wrought one of the greatest of 
all miracles before there was any evidence that to 
human sense would justify thanksgiving, Jesus 
lifted up His eyes to heaven and said: ‘Father, I 
thank thee that thou heardest me. And I knew that 
thou hearest me always.” 


Thanksgiving is the power that makes the 
desired good real.

When 
we give thanks we so raise our consciousness to 
the feeling that we have already received, that 
we become one with our good.
